HARRISBURG. May 3.-—(INS)— 
The state adm inistration was ex­ 
pected today to turn to the De­ 
partm ent of Justice for an official 
interpretation of the question mark 
on legislation raising the salaries 
of many state officials. 
But the question was posed by 
a 23-word provision in the state’s 
constitution. 
It state^: 
“No law shall extend the term 
of any public officer, or increase 
or diminish his salary or emolu­ 
ments, after his election or ap­ 
pointm ent.” 
A measure embracing the gov­ 
ernor, lieutenant governor, cabinet 
officials 
and 
many 
other 
stat' 
chiefs was sent to Gov. James H. 
Duff in the closing hour«; of the 
1949 session of the General Assem­ 
bly. 
He signed the bill into law 
shortly after it reached his desk. 
Not Ready To Give Opinion 
State Attorney General T. Mc- 
K een Chidsey scanned the legal 
tangle brietly and .«aid he was not 
ready to give a "curbstone” opin­ 
ion and hinted a formal ruling 
may be issued. 
Under the act, the salary of the 
governor would be raised from 
$18,000 to $25.000 a year while 
the lieutenant governor’s pay would 
be boosted from $8,000 to $15,000 
annually. 
Cabinet officers, now on the 
payroll for $10.000 and $12.500 
each, would have their salaries 
raised to $15.000 a year 
State Treasurer Charles R. Bar­ 
ber. of Erie, inducted yesterday, 
and Weldon B. Heyburn, of Con- 
cordville, who will be inaugurated 
auditor general today, await the 
Justice D epartm ent’s ruling. 
The 
old law fixed their salaries at 
$12.000 each while the new act 
adds $3,000 to the paychecks. 
inasmuch as both were elected 
last November some doubt was cast

What About Skipping G rades? 
One cannot help but be a bit 1 
proud if the school suggests that 
one’s child would really do well 
to ship a grade. W ithin the next 
few weeks many parents may be 
facing this very' question. 
Is it 
wise or unwise for a child to be 
double-promoted? 
No absolute answer can be given. 
Both children and situations dif­ 
fer. In general, however, we have 
come increasingly to believe that 
the practice is questionable. Far 
too often, children who are cap­ 
able of doing the work of the 
grade ahead feel out of place so­ 
cially with the older and bigger 
children. 
These youngsters 
may 
not accept a younger child very 
graciously. Even if they do, he is 
not likely to be able to keep up 
with them athletically o r in ma­ 
turity of social interest. 
W herever possible, th e child who 
finds the work of one grade far 
too easy should be given extra 
tasks to do that stim ulate him. 
Through home and school co-op­ 
eration. many interests may be de­ 
veloped which challenge his ability 
and which he can share with the 
other children. 
It w ill pay to think pretty ser­ 
iously before perm itting your child 
to go too much “ahead of his 
years.”

In addition, 
the big farm has many meohanicai 
devices and the boys are taught 
the operation and m aintenance of 
this 
machinery. Other vocations 
are also taught. 
The boys go to school half a day 
and w ort on the farm the other 
half. 
9 0 that they are tired and 
ready for bed by evening. They 
get a splendid education and when 
ready for high school go to Grove 
City High. Som e even go on to col­ 
lege, aided by a fund which the 
boys contribute to. 
Paid for W orkinf 
There*is a small hospital at the 
Republic which has a nurse in at­ 
tendance at ail times. The boys are 
taught a high system of morals and 
are encouraged to attend Ohurch. 
They also have an athletic director 
and are encouraged to take part in 
athletics. 
Those who work off the farm 
grounds bring back their money, 
which is split three ways. The boys 
keep one-third, another third goes 
into a pool for the use of those 
who do not work away from the 
Republic grounds an<^ the other 
third goes into the education fund. 
When a boy is assigned to the 
Republic he gets a credit with a 
certain sum of m oney to which he 
can add He, is charged his board 
and expenses to teach him that it 
costs him som ething to live. Any

can 
save or spend on him self. If he 
becom es a group leader he gets an 
increase In his allowance. 
Boys who mi9behave come be­ 
fore the student council and are 
fined. When they have no more 
m oney in their fund and cannot be 
fined 
any more 
tJhe m iscreant’s 
head is shaved and he is subjected 
to other ignom inies at the hands 
of the other boys. 
Close contact is kept with the 
boys, which is possible due to the 
fact that the number accepted is 
limited.

World War D Left 
Wake Of Divorces 


All Countries Show 
Marked In­ 
crease In Divorce Rates In 
Postwar Yeans 


NEW YORK, N. Y . May 3 — 
World War II has left in its wake 
a striking world-wide increase in 
divorce, 
the 
statisticians 
of 
the 
M etropolitan Life Insurance com ­ 
pany report. 
The divorce rate for England 
and W ales in 1947 had climbed to 
about six tim es what it was at the 
outbreak of the recent conflict, and 
to nearly 70 tim es the figure in 
1913. just px*ior to World War 1, 
when divorce in these countries 
was a rare occurrence. 
“The rising tide of divorce in 
England and Wales in recent years 
is accounted for largely by the 
liberalization of the divorce laws 
and the expediting of cases accum ­ 
ulated from previous years, as well 
as by tfhe aftermath of the war,” 
the statisticians explain. “The di­ 
vorce rate in England and W ales 
is now about one half that in the 
United States, whereas 35 years 
ago it was one fiftieth of our rate 
at that time." 
Substantial Increases 
Other parts of the British Com­ 
monwealth also show substantial 
increases in the frequency of di­ 
vorce. 
In Scotland the rate for 
1946 was nine tim es that of 1913, 
and for Canada, the Increase was 
even somewbat greater. 
All countries on the continent or 
Europe for which figures are avail­ 
able show a marked rise in divorce, 
with the upturn sharpest since the 
war. In France the rate in 1946 was 
double that for the year before, 
and almost three tim es that for 
1944. 
In 
the 
neutral 
countries, 


Sweden and Switzerland, the post­ 
war rise was moderate. 
Those countries with the lowest 
rates in the early years of the cen­ 
tury have recorded the largest rel­ 
ative increases. In Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Sweden, 
where 
the divorce rate formerly was low, 
it now Is five or more times that 
for 
1910, 
while 
in 
Switzerland, 


where the rate was higher, it is 
about double what it was in 1910. 
“There are definite indications 
that the postwar peak of divorce 
already has been passed in a num­ 
ber of countries," comment the 
statisticians. "In the United States 
the rate dropped by nearly two 
fifths from 1946 to 1948. Recent 
declines also are evident in Can­ 
ada. Scotland, Denmark, and the 


Netherlands. It appears unlikely, 
however, 
that 
the 
divorce 
rate 
will return to prewar levels in the 
near future.”

WASHINGTON, May 3 — (INS) 
~ The Supreme Court Monday up­ 
held by a 4 to 4 vote the conviction 
of two men found guilty of bribery 
in the Filchock-Hapes 1946 pro­ 
fessional football scandal. 
The court’s tie vote automatical­ 
ly rejected the claims of the con­ 
victed men— Harvey Stemmer and 
David Krakower—that federal law 
bans the use of telephone conver­ 
sations secured by wire-tapping in 
state court trials. 
As in all cases decided by a ti* 
vote, the court’s action w'as an­ 
nounced in a brief statement, with 
no written opinions. Justice Jack­ 
son took no part in the decision or 
consideration of the case. 
Under court rules, a tie vote 
automatically upholds the lower 
court 
Offered Bribes 
Stemmer 
and Krakower were 
convicted of offering bribes to New 
York Giant stars Frank Filchock 
and Merle Hapes in an effort to 
get them to throw a crucial game 
between the Giants and the Chi­ 
cago Bears. 
Filchock and Hapes were barred 
from -professional 
football 
as a 
result of the scandal that followed. 
Stemmer and Krakower were sen­ 
tenced to five to ten years In pris­ 
on. 
In their appeal, the convicted 
men contended that the federal 
communications act bars the use of 
evidence secured by tapping wires 
in state as well as in federal courts. 
The bribery- attempt was uncov­ 
ered when New York police lis­ 
tened in on the telephone conver­ 
sations of Alvin J. Paris, also con­ 
victed in the scandal.
